In either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over 
the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention. 

Claim 20 is generic to a plurality of disclosed patentably distinct species 
comprising the second compound (DHEAs). Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 
to elect a single disclosed species, even though this requirement is traversed.

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, separate 
search requirements, and/or recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper.
